Article 1.

To see if the Town will vote to authorize the selectmen to enter into a long-term 
lease/purchase agreement in the Amount of Three Hundred and Sixty Thousand 
Dollars ($360,000) payable over a term of two (2) years at a rate of One

| fund, the money received from fees and charges shall be allowed to accumulate

SELECTMEN'S REPORT 


The Board of Selectman had a very interesting year highlighted by a few 
changes in personnel. We are fortunate to welcome Brian Gleason as our first full 
time director of the Amherst Rescue Squad as Brian was selected from a field of 
over 50 applicants. Brian comes with extensive knowledge of all aspects of EMS, ~ 
however, Brian is very strong in the training aspect of his field. This will be a 
wonderful asset in that the squad is a volunteer group and we have the utmost 
confidence that he will be able to pass on his extensive knowledge to the whole 
crew. Brian replaces volunteer Marcia Houck who has been on the squad 22 
years. Marcia exemplifies the volunteer spirit in Amherst and the town owes 
Marcia a debt of gratitude for the many days and especially nights that she has 
served while we all slept. This is the kind of service that makes it possible to 
have advanced services in a small town that would be otherwise unaffordable. 


In October Carl Weber assumed the role of town administrator. Carl comes to 

Amherst with an impressive background in public administration. The board looks 
forward to his guidance as we enter the 21st century and we urge all our citizens © 
to stop by the town hall and meet Carl. 


The Board continues into the New Year with a comprehensive review of all 
management practices of our town government. In this fast changing world it is 
very easy for a town to get behind in its policies, personnel matters and 
procedures. We enacted a code of conduct for all personnel, paid or volunteer, to 
ensure that all interactions with the town are conducted with common courtesy 
and the highest ethical standards. We look to Carl to help implement a new 
accounting program and server based computer system. As in the private sector, 
the computer systems available to the town are evolving at a rapid pace and we 
intend to leverage these improvements to provide cost-effective improvements in — 
service, improved access and continuity at a lower cost to the taxpayer. We have 
contracted the New Hampshire Municipal Association to review our employee 
compensation rates and we continue with department-by-department reviews. 


The Board has not resolved all the issues involved with the need to update the 
town hall after the defeat of the warrant article last year. This building is a very 
fine historic structure with the capacity to house our town administrative functions 
for the foreseeable future. The Board conducted a survey of voters at the last 
election and received over 1000 responses. 80% of those responding favor 
restoring the town hall and keeping town government in the town center. The 
problems associated with the town hall are handicap accessibility, wiring, heating 
(all mechanical systems) etc. It is very difficult to do this kind of work in a cost- 
effective manor without the total rehabilitation of the building, and doing nothing 
to the building is not sustainable for much longer. We have not put any related 
article on the warrant this year because of the school bonds that are put forth. If 
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history is any indication, however, the delay in the work at the town hall is going 
to cause it to be more expensive. 


The Board also supports purchasing land for the purpose of conservation, open 
space, recreation and future town needs. A question in our survey resulted in 
80% of the respondents supporting the purchase of land. The results of the 
question of how to fund the purchase was not decisive which leads me to believe 
that we should have added the option “Have someone else pay for it.” 

The Board of Selectman would like to thank all the employees and volunteers for 
all their hard work this year as Amherst moves into the new millennium.

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WAYS & MEANS COMMITTEE REPORT 


The Amherst Ways & Means committee is comprised of eight citizens appointed 
by the Town Moderator to review budgets and warrant articles proposed by the 
Board of Selectmen. Throughout the budgeting process members of the 
committee met with town officials to review and discuss each of the departmental 
budgets. The objective of the committee was to represent the interests of the 
citizens through careful review and discussion of budgets and warrant articles 
proposed by those officials. 


The committee made a diligent effort to participate in all aspects of the process. 
We met with town departmental officials early on in the budget cycle along with 
the selectmen in focused groups in order to more fully understand not only the 
current budgets, but also their relationship to previous year budgets. This year, 
as a result of splitting the Ways & Means Committee between. Town Government 
and Amherst Schools, the town side committee was able to look at the budgeting 
process in greater depth. We were pleased with the level of cooperation that we 
received from department heads, town officials, and the Board of Selectmen. 
The information flow has improved over previous years and progress is being 
made in regard to monitoring and reporting budget changes and adjustments. 


Under the new town administrator we are seeing a more accurate and complete 
reporting of town expenditures. For example, in previous years, employee 
benefits have not been charged to departmental budgets. This year each 
departmental budget is showing the actual expenses associated with its 
employees. A more structured approach is being taken to line item accounting in 
departmental budgets. For example, wages will be paid from wage lines and 
supplies will be paid from supply lines. This will allow the town and its 
departments to better monitor and control expenses and to more accurately plan 
future expenses and plan future budgets. The Ways & Means Committee 
applauds these changes. We are also pleased with plans to produce an up-to- 
date procedures manual that will provide guidance and direction for town 
employees ensuring a more consistent and accountable process for managing 
the town's expenses. 


The after consideration and review of the departmental budgets and the warrant 
articles, the committee is prepared to make the following recommendations. 


Article 2. This article speaks to the long-term lease/purchase agreement for a 
Fire Truck. The Ways and Means Committee unanimously agrees with this 
article as worded. 


Article 3. This article speaks to the town's operating budget. While the Ways & 


Means Committee understands that the final budget has not been set, in its 
current state the Ways & Means Committee unanimously recommend a yes 
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vote. Further the Ways & Means committee recommends that the town institutes 
town and departmental line item accountability in their budgets and establishes 
specific line items for one-time high-ticket purchases. 


Article 4. This article speaks to town's collective bargaining agreement between 
the Selectmen and the Teamsters Union. While the final figures have not been 
approved, the Ways & Means Committee unanimously agrees with the 
warranting of this issue this year. We believe that the town employees 
deserve this consideration and should not have their increases put at risk 
by being bundled in with article 3. 


Article 5. This article speaks to town's collective bargaining agreement between 
the Selectmen and the American Federation of State, County & Municipal 
Employees Union. While the final figures have not been approved, the Ways & 
Means Committee unanimously agrees with the warranting of this issue 
this year. We believe that the town employees deserve this consideration 
and should not have their increases put at risk by being bundled in with 
article 3. 


Article 6. This article speaks to the purchase of two new ambulances for the 
Rescue Squad using $180,000 from the Capital Reserve. The Ways & Means 
Committee unanimously recommends approval of this warrant. 


Article 7. This article speaks to the discontinuation of the Highway Department's 
Capital Reserves Grader Fund created in 1950. These funds are to be 
transferred to the Town's previously established Highway Vehicle Capital 
Reserve Fund. The Ways & Means Committee recommends approval of this 
warrant. 


Article 8. This article speaks to the purchase of a front-end loader in the amount 
of $90,000. The Ways & Means Committee recommends approval of this 
warrant. 


Article 9. This article speaks to raising money for three turning lanes off of 
Route 101. The Ways & Means Committee unanimously recommends 
approval of this article 


Article 10. This article speaks to a contribution to the NH HIV Taskforce in the 
amount of $3000. The Ways & Means Committee unanimously recommends 
approval of this article. 


Article 11. This article speaks to a process that will restrict and control the future 
use and/or development of the Bragdon Farm property in perpetuity. The 
Ways& Means Committee unanimously recommends approval of this 
article. 
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Article 12. This article speaks to changing the allocation of 50% of the collected 
Land Use Tax. Currently 50% goes to the conservation commission for the 
purpose of purchasing conservation land as was intended by the RSA. 
According to this article, the other 50% will now accumulate in the general fund 
and, with the approval by a vote of the legislative body at the annual meeting, will 
be able to be used for "the purposes of conservation land purchases, recreation 
land purchases, significant building renovations or purchases. The Ways & 
Means Committee unanimously recommends the approval of this article 
with the following amendment. The words "significant building 
renovations or purchases" should be removed and an "or" should be place 
between "land purchases" and "recreation land". The committee believes 
that this more closely follows the original intent of the RSA. 


Article 13. This article speaks to the creation of a "revolving account" for the 
recreation department. The Ways & Means Committee is concerned about 
the lack of well-defined and written policies and procedures that would be 
needed to manage this process. We believe that recreation department is 
an important resource to the citizens, but due to the complexity of their 
budget and the lack of procedures, we unanimously recommend a NO vote 
on this article. At such a time where there are adequate rules and 
procedures in place, the committee believes that this will be an appropriate 
way to manage this department's budget. 


Article 14. This article speaks to the creation of a "revolving account" for the 
Peabody Mill Environmental Center. While the Ways & Means Committee has 
similar reservations to this article that we do to Article 13, we are 
unanimously in favor of a yes vote for this article. We believe that this 
department's budget is smaller and simpler than the recreation 
department's budget, and should be used as a test case for setting up the 
appropriate policies and procedures for future use.

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AMHERST TOWN LIBRARY 


The circulation of audio recordings is one of fastest growing categories in the Library. 
We are continuing to add to our collections and are now getting audio books on CD, 
which are more durable than books on tape. We also bought two electronic book (e- 
book) readers for our patrons to try. E-books appear to be an important new way to 
distribute information which had been available previously only in printed form such as 
books. Nobody sees electronic books replacing printed books but there may be some 
works that are published only in electronic book format and we can offer those works to 
our patrons through these two e-books. 


The Library has also improved other services such as the Children's web page which is 
available on the Internet http://Awww.amherst.lib.nh.us/childrens/. 


Physical improvements to the Library include new carpeting (total first floor and 
mezzanine areas) and additional shelving for our growing collection. This new shelving 
involved reorganization of the books and other collection materials. We also rearranged 
the main service desk area improving the Reference Service area and offering better 
handicapped access to our patrons. 


The annual Anna Boardman Concert, November 1999, with Billy Novick and Guy Van 
Duser was attended by 175 people. (When you look at the Library space you wonder 
how 175 people can be seated comfortably for an enjoyable afternoon of music.) 


Through a gift from the Friends of the Library, we have a new museum pass for the 
Canterbury Village. This is in addition to the passes that are offered for the Boston 
Museum of Fine Arts and Science Museum. The Library has also benefited greatly from 
significant gifts from the Bean Foundation, Friends of the Library, Milford Hospital 
Association, Amherst Juniors, Amherst Newcomers, Amherst Lions Club, Amherst 
Gardeners plus several thoughtful memorial gifts. We also receive many hours of 
assistance from volunteers. Thanks to everyone who has helped the Library. 


We welcome two new employees, Doreen Castillo and Christine Wason, who joined as 
librarian assistants. We congratulate Ruslyn Vear, who has enrolled in the Masters of 
Library Science program at Simmons College and has been promoted from library 
assistant to reference librarian. 
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ASSESSING REPORT 


The equalization rates for the past ten years are as follows: 


1990 - 63% 1995 - 98% 
1991 -67% 1996 - 96%

The year of 2000 is now behind us. The property values are climbing at the rate 
of one percent per month. The property revaluation is underway with the 
inspection of all properties; the new values will be in effect for the second half of 
2002. 


The net valuation from 1999 to 2000 increased by three percent on a 2.41 
million-dollar increase. The net valuation for the principal tax rate is 
$792,804,3000. This figure once equalized put Amherst at one billion dollars. 


We now have 4.4 million assessment dollars deducted for personal exemptions 
such as blind, elderly and disabled veterans giving a return of $122,232 to 
qualifying participants. Our veterans exemptions total $70,000 in tax dollars. If 
you would like more information on the guidelines for qualifying for any of these 
exemptions, please feel free to call the Assessing Department Monday through 
Friday 8:00 a.m. to 4:00 p.m. at 673-6041. 


The Assessor's Office has added an Assessment Technician to the staff as of 
August 1, 2000. Also the Data Collector is continuing his inspections for the 
2002 revaluation. In addition, the Department of Revenue Administration has 
sent their representative, James Gibney to Amherst in order to proctor the 
upcoming revaluation. This will consist of rechecking data in the field. Some 
interior inspections will be revisited and homes remeasured in order to check for 
accuracy of data.

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AMHERST POLICE DEPARTMENT 


The past year was one marked by change within the Department. In July of this year, 
Sergeant Steve Kemp retired from the Department after twenty-two years of dedicated 
service to the Town. The retirement created an opportunity to implement a plan, 
which had been in development for two years, to improve the organization and 
structure of the Department. The reorganization divided up the Department's 
responsibilities into three components, and created a new Lieutenants position. The 
two existing Sergeant positions were redefined, and after an extensive testing process, 
were filled from within the Department. The new organization will provide the proper 
structure for the Department now as well as prepare the Department to meet the 
challenges of the future. 


Last year also saw the implementation of a new records management system for the 
Department, a Windows based system that replaced an operating system which was 
not Y2K compatible. The transition to the new system was a long process that tasked 
all members of the Department. As the year comes to a close more enhancements to 
the system are anticipated which will increase the operating efficiency of the 
Department. With the completion of a three-year plan to improve technology, a 
program to improve the tactical ability of the Department was commenced. Using 
federal funds, equipment to better protect the police officers in dangerous situations 
was obtained. Training with this new equipment has begun and will continue into next 
year. The equipment and training will better prepare the Department to safely handle 
situations which can occur in any town. 


Amherst continued to enjoy some very positive numbers in regards to crime statistics. 
After proudly reporting the lowest level of burglaries in over thirty years for 1999, the 
number of burglaries declined further in 2000. Overall, the number of reported crimes 
in Amherst dropped by two percent last year, and declined by eleven percent over a 
two-year period. The only criminal category to show a significant increase was criminal 
mischief, usually youth related vandalism, which increased thirty-five percent. The 
number of motor vehicle crashes rose for the first time in three years, a trend the 
Department will look to address via selective enforcement programs planned for next 
_ year. The number of calls for service the Department responded to in 2000 shows a 
decrease of eight percent. In reality, this decrease is probably closer to three percent 
as the change in records management software created a different way of recording 
calls which makes a direct comparison to prior years difficult. 


The goals of the Department are to continue to reduce the amount of crime in Amherst, 
and to work with the community to maintain the quality of life that exists. The past 
success in meeting these goals, and the likelinood of future attainment, continues to be 
the support and cooperation of the townspeople. We thank you for that support and 
look forward to working closely together in the future.

AMHERST FIRE DEPARTMENT 


The Amherst Fire Department’s objective is the preservation and protection of 
life and property from and during such fires as may occur in the Town of Amherst 
and vicinity. This Department’s activities, however, are not limited to 
extinguishing fires. Members of the Amherst Fire Department respond to other 
situations, including carbon monoxide detector activations, fuel spills, motor 
vehicle accidents and suspicious odor situations, just to name a few. (Please 
see breakdown provided. ) 


The Amherst Fire Department (AFD) is managed by three Fire Wards; Chief 
Rick Crocker, 1st Assistant Chief Thomas P. Grella and 2nd Assistant Chief 
Steven Bair. Four Engine Companies operate nine pieces of apparatus, located 
at the Department’s two Fire Stations. Central Station is located at 177 Amherst 
Street, and South Station at 62 Stearns Road. 


Central Station houses the Business Office. This is the location for obtaining 
burn permits, oil and propane installation permits, blasting permits, tank removal 
permits, etc. All fire prevention planning and inspection coordination also takes 
place at Central Station. The Office hours are Monday - Friday, 9:00 a.m. - 4:00 
p.m. AFD’s non-emergency business telephone number is 673-1545. In case 
of emergency, dial 673-3131 or 911. 


In fiscal year 1999-2000 the Amherst Fire Department responded 374 times. Of 
these responses, 268 were toned calls and 106 were service calls. The 
breakdown is as follows:

Other inspection activities included, but were not limited to, wood stove 
inspections, site plan reviews, building permit plan reviews, inspections for 
Department approval of certificates of occupancy, and public and private fire 
prevention visits. 


Although fire prevention activities are conducted all year long, the Fire 
Department continued its tradition of visiting all Amherst schools during Fire 
Prevention Week in October. With efforts by many AFD Members, fire trucks 
were displayed, literature was distributed and fire safety/prevention 
presentations were delivered. In addition, the Amherst Fire Department, once 
again, conducted similar activities at the local childcare centers. 


The Fire Wards would like to take this opportunity to thank all Members for their 
service to the Fire Department. Thanks also to the taxpayers of Amherst who 
have consistently been loyal in supporting our efforts. 


Our Firemen’s Breakfasts have been extremely successful in 2000. These 
events, held in the apparatus bay at Central Station, are scheduled to continue 
in 2001. Look for details in local newspapers and/or on the Fire Department 
sandwich board, in front of Central Fire Station. All are welcome to attend. Let 
us cook you breakfast. View apparatus. Get to know your Fire Department’s 
Members. 


We are proud to announce that in 2000 the Firemen’s Ball returned. Thank you 
to all those individuals who had a hand in making it a huge success. All funds 
raised were to benefit the AFD Relief Association. This Association’s purpose is 
to provide financial aid to Members and/or their families, should one suffer injury 
or loss of life in the line of duty. This Association receives no tax-dollars. Its 
only sources of funding are donations, and fundraising activities, such as the 
Firemen’s Ball.

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DIRECTOR OF PUBLIC WORKS & ROAD COMMISSIONERS 


During the year 2000 the Public Works Department was kept very busy with 
responding to 400 service requests from residents and other Town Departments. 
Their notable accomplishments are: 


BUILDING MAINTENANCE -— Replaced the rear soffit and fascia boards at the 
Highway Garage, numerous ventilation improvements at the Rescue Facility 
along with heating improvements to the Rescue Squad office spaces. New and 
improved lighting for the first floor hallway at Town Hall was installed as well as 
improvements to heating in the Town Clerks office. A dehumidifier was 
established in the Town Hall vault to try and better preserve the stored records. 


Hillsborough County Community Workers enhanced our building maintenance 
efforts. With the help of this group the interior of South Fire Station, Central Fire 
Station, Highway Garage, DPW Office and a portion of the Police Station was 
repainted. These workers were also extremely valuable with the leaf removal at 
all the Town buildings and cemeteries. 


CEMETERIES — The DPW crew saw to the maintenance of four town cemeteries 
and made these cemeteries respectable for the Memorial Day observance. This 
department also erected and established a flagpole for the Cricket Corner 
Cemetery. Meadowview Cemetery was treated for an infestation of the Shaffer 
beetle, which caused a considerable amount of work to reestablish grass in this 
location. The white picket fence in front of Meadowview Cemetery was painted. 
The DPW also applied topsoil and grass seed in the south corner of the Old 
Cemetery.

WINTER MAINTENANCE - of approximately 118 miles of Town roads both 
paved and unpaved resulted in 21 snow or ice evolutions for the winter of 99/00. 
Our winter maintenance efforts gave way to contract street sweeping in curbed 
areas of town and street brooming with our farm tractor in all other paved areas. 


SOLID WASTE -— At our Transfer Station this crew constructed new concrete 
pads for our containers, three new pressure treated wooden retaining walls, and 
moved volumes of compost to a new location to insure space for this year’s 
leaves. 


MISCELLLANEOUS WORK - The DPW started a time study in hopes that this 
information will be valuable to the Board of Selectmen. We established a turn 
around at the Boston Post Post Road extension, improved sight distance and 
shoulder at the intersection of Lund Lane and Baboosic Lake Road. This 
Department assisted with curb installation at the Wigwam historic building and at 
the Chapel on Middle Street. Our crew also painted a hallway and meeting room 
at the Library along with office space at the Town Hall. 
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On Huntington’s Common many large pine trees were removed following an 
infestation of the white pine blister rust. This work included removal of stumps 
and reseeding of grass areas. The Town's celebration of the Fourth of July kept 
our crews fully engaged giving assistance in many related endeavors. Our 
Department assisted the State of New Hampshire with mapping of town roads for 
911 emergency calling responses. We accomplished roadside mowing of 118 
miles between June and November. 


On Sunset Road the DPW assisted with the beautification of the median island 
located at the intersection of Boston Post Road North. Beaver challenges were 
successfully overcome at Amherst Street, Upham Road, Aglipay Drive, Horace 
Greeley Road, Walnut Hill Road, Camp Road and Corduroy Road. Large dead 
tree removals were completed on Chestnut Hill Road, Baboosic Lake Road, 
Christian Hill Road, Merrimack Road, Thornton’s Ferry Road |, Mack Hill Road 
and Amherst Street. New trees were planted at the Old Cemetery and South 
Fire Station. Aggregate storage bunkers were erected at the Highway facility. 


In conclusion, during the next fiscal year 2001/2002, it is the Departments goal to 
protect our infrastructure with a continued emphasis on drainage improvements 
and maintenance. Overlay paving is anticipated in the following locations:

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AMHERST RESCUE SQUAD 


iThe Amherst Rescue Squad's mission is to provide the highest quality, cost effective 
asic and Advanced Life Support Emergency Medical Services, for the communities of 
jAmherst and Mont Vernon. In addition to medical transportation, the Squad provides in- 
house EMS Education and CPR Training. 


Full-time Director Brian Gleason manages the Amherst Rescue Squad. The ARS is 
{currently made up of approximately 45 EMT, EMT-Intermediate, and Paramedics. 


Our station is located on the lower level of Police Headquarters and is comprised of 
omplete living quarters, academic center, and vehicle storage facility. Our fleet includes 
0 Type Ill emergency Ambulances and a Paramedic Response Vehicle. The Paramedic 
Response Vehicle was donated to the Squad by the Amherst Police Department, and will 
(serve as a rapid response and incident command vehicle. 


During the fiscal year 1999-2000, the Amherst Rescue Squad responded 488 times. Of 
the 488 responses, 68 were medical calls to Mont Vernon. 


The general "Nature of Response" breakdown is as follows:

The Squad continues to participate in activities such as the fifth grade "Home Alone" 
program, the 4" of July parade, soccer, football and road race coverage, and preschool 
familiarization of the ambulance. 


The ARS sponsored Boy Scouts of America Explorer Post 2941, continues to attract 
active members between the ages of 16-18 years and remains involved in community 
service projects. Jean Miller supervises the Explorer Post. Teens are encouraged to 
become involved. It is a great way to experience the medical field first hand.

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PLANNING BOARD 


The Planning Board in the year 2000 had a number of interesting and 
controversial projects to review. The largest proposal that came before the 
Board was for an upscale, twenty-one unit empty-nester, condominium project on 
Dodge Road opposite Jakes Pond. After many long hearings on the site and the 
related scenic road hearings, the project was approved with what the Planning 
Board hopes will be minimum disturbance to Dodge Road. 


Cellular towers occupied a great deal of time on the Board's agenda this year. 
The Planning Board was able to set standards for the construction of artificial 
tree towers during several meetings with applicants. We now know a lot more on 
how to successfully disguise a cell tower. 


During this year another building was added to Route 101A on the east side, 
adjacent to the Seasonal Specialty Store, that will be the home for Ceratec, a 
ceramic tile distributor. 


The growth of the town has continued to slow as evidenced by a slight reduction 
in building permits granted. This is a trend that has continued for several years 
now. 


The Board has several Zoning changes for the 2001 Town Meeting. Chief, 
among these is a rewrite of the Town's Wetland Ordinance. The Amherst 
Conservation Commission has provided the Planning Board with a tremendous 
amount of background material and information so that the proposed ordinance 
will protect the wetlands and associated groundwater resources. 
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HISTORIC DISTRICT COMMISSION REPORT 


The Historic District commission currently consists of seven members and five 
alternates, all of whom are appointed by the Board of Selectmen. The 
Commission meets the third Thursday of every month and is charged by 
ordinance with the responsibility of reviewing all applications for building permits 
as well as for exterior renovations within the District. Applications to be reviewed 
by the Commission are due in the Zoning Office at the close of business on the 
second Tuesday of each month. This allows the agenda to be posted on the 
Town's Web Page and notification of abutters. 


In early 1991, Historic District Commission "Guidelines" were completed, 
reviewed by Town Counsel, and placed in the Town Library along with the 
reference material the Commission used in drawing up the guidelines. This 
reference material includes the Secretary of the Interior's "Standards for 
Rehabilitation - Guidelines for Rehabilitating Historic Buildings” as well as 
"Preserving Community Character" which is published by the New Hampshire 
Association of Historic District Commissions. Both manuals are excellent 
sources of information and are especially important if one contemplates making 
changes to an historic house. Copies of the Commission's guidelines are also on 
file in the Town Hall Zoning Office. 


This year the commission dealt with requests for renovations, fencing, and new 
construction. As we work to maintain fair and reasonable decisions to the 
applicants while maintaining the very characteristics which make the Historic 
District unique we spent a good deal of time reviewing, modifying and updating 
the Zoning Regulations, our Rules of Procedure, the application form, and the 
Certificate of Approval. We hope that these changes will improve and expedite 
the processing of applications. 


In the year ahead, we will be working with representatives from the Historic 
Society, Villagers and Nipmugs in trying to determine some form of Master Plan 
for the District which will include sidewalks, lighting, guard rails and signage as 
well as ways to maintain the open spaces and views of everyone. We would still 
like to undertake the architectural survey and would welcome any volunteer help 
in getting this underway. 
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RECREATION COMMISSION 


In 2000, the Amherst Recreation Commission provided a diversified program of 
recreational activities such as; baseball, softball, lacrosse, swimming, life 
guarding, canoeing, sailing, tennis, sewing, archery, track, soccer, drama, 
wrestling, basketball, volleyball, adult basketball, and adult volleyball. There were 
a total of 3085 registrations in 2000, an increase of 4% over the previous year. 
Athletic field space and gymnasium space is at a premium and our basketball, 
volleyball, lacrosse, soccer, softball, and baseball programs are becoming 
increasingly difficult to facilitate. 


Thru the initial implementation of our recreation pian for the Town of Amherst, 
Cemetery Fields has seen limited development and we are working on an 
expansion project that will provide some relief for crowded field facilities. 


A special thanks to the Board of Selectmen, the Town Administrator and staff, 
the Public Works Department, the School Boards and School Departments, the 
Town Planning Board and the Conservation Commission. Our gratitude is 
extended to the 500+ volunteer coaches, referees, umpires, team parents, field 
laborers, lifeguards, and other helping hands that donated the time and effort that 
make our programs possible. Our personal thanks to the part-time staff who were 
employed by the recreation Department during 2000, for their continuing loyalty, 
enthusiasm, and professionalism. 


It has been and will continue to be a pleasure to provide the residents of Amherst 
with programs and activities to enhance their quality of life. 
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CONSERVATION COMMISSION 


The Amherst Conservation Commission manages town properties acquired by 
donation and town warrant then set aside for conservation purposes. We make 
recommendations on dredge and fill applications to the State Wetlands Board. We 
attempt to maintain rural values in the community and conserve wildlife, habitat 
and water quality. The ACC meets monthly on the second Sunday of the month at 
7:00 PM in the Town Hall. The public is welcome. 


Acquisitions: The Town benefited immeasurably this year from numerous and 
well-placed land acquisitions managed for conservation. Approximately 200 acres 
in all came to the town. Special thanks to Ron Michaud for conducting a bargain 
sale of 52 acres adjacent to the Joe English Reservation, and to the Amherst Land 
Trust for acquiring and then donating 41 acres from Marge Huckabee's estate 
near Horace Greeley Road after challenging negotiations. Other plots acquired 
were the deNicola Trust land (20 acres) and Prescott (70 acres) both in the 
northeast area of town and the Audette land (11 acres) lying alongside a segment 
of the Bicentennial Trail. Many of these acquisitions tie directly into our long range 
master plan goal to carve out a Greenway from the Pond Parish/Spring Road 
area, through north central Amherst around Little Baboosic Lake, up to the 
northern boundary near Pulpit Rock. Another positive initiative will be for all of 
Amherst’s Bragdon Farm to be placed under management by the ACC, subject to 
town vote this year. 


Land Management: Managing land for conservation means taking action to 
improve the forest and wildlife habitat alongside improvements for passive 
recreation. Without doubt, the largest management project in Amherst this year 
was the evaluation of all the Town’s wetlands, public and private. This tells which 
wetlands are most valuable for maintaining the excellent quality of our water, 
which for wildlife use, which for educational use, etc. A team of volunteers led by 
Professor Rick van der Poll of Antioch College completed the Wetlands Study. An 
ordinance was drafted with the approval of the Planning Board to preserve the 
ability of selected wetlands to provide high water quality. In the passive recreation 
department we have partnered with local Scouts to establish a mid-technical 
mountain biking trail in Hazeltine Town Forest. A small but important thing we do is 
to hay off four fields to keep them free of trees and continued as open meadows. 


Conservation Education: The Peabody Mill Environmental Center at Joe English 
is the ACC’s centerpiece facility for conservation education. Jan Woodbury at the 
PMEC continues to expand both facility and programs — rent snowshoes there this 
winter and enjoy a crispy hike through Joe English. Kudos to her, all you 
Hartshorne campers, Colonial Craft Fair attendees, equipment donors and 
wonderful volunteers. 


If you are interested in pursuing conservation values and projects in town, 
consider becoming a commissioner by contacting the Town Administrator. 
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SOUHEGAN REGIONAL LANDFILL DISTRICT 


This past year has been a very productive one for the Souhegan Regional 
Landfill District. We have made great advancements in Recycling, showing us 
that "recycling pays". This year the District will be able to return to the member 
towns a total of $150,000 from our "Retained Surplus". This was largely due to 
the excellent response by all the residents who took the time to separate their 
recyclables. We have also experienced a positive reaction to the initiation of an 
aluminum can recycling program, which has generated over $6,000 in a few 
months. Our revenue from year 2000 recycling will exceed $55,000. This not 
only helps reduce the ever-rising cost for trash disposal but also saves our 
resources and environment. 


Because the response was so positive the District has voted not to submit to the 
Towns any warrant articles regarding recycling for the year 2001. Instead, the 
District Members will continue to look for and plan new ways for us to recycle. If 
EVERY RESIDENT did their part, we would exceed the $55,000 raised from 
recycling this past year. 


As your representatives to the Souhegan Regional Landfill District, we would like 
to thank each town resident who helped make recycling a success. The Board 
would like to particularly thank Dennis Slocomb, our primary contractor, and 
Denise Jacobs, our administrator, for their resourcefulness and dedication. We 
also want to send a special thanks to the employees of all the town transfer 
stations. Without their help, extra effort and hard work, recycling would not have 
been so successful. To all the town residents who still do not recycle, please 
take the time to recycle and help us cut costs, save money and, most importantly, 
protect the Environment!

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PEABODY MILL ENVIRONMENTAL CENTER 


The Peabody Mill Environmental Center, run by the Amherst Conservation 
Commission, has completed a very successful first year-round operation since 
acquisition (from Eleanor Bacon) by the Town in 1997. The center is located 
adjacent to the Joe English Reservation, at the end of Brook Road. The year 
long operation ended with a small surplus of funds, which came entirely from 
program fees and donations. Since its purchase, the operation of the Peabody 
Mill Environmental Center has had no tax impact. Even yard maintenance & 
trash removal has been accomplished by volunteers. Without our core of 
wonderful volunteers the PMEC could not have come so far so quickly! We are 
most grateful for whatever they do for us! 


The PMEC became the new location of the Hartshorn Summer Program in the 
summer of 1998. The Hartshorn Program is still the Center's core program. 
Over 440 children attended during Hartshorn’s six week duration this summer. 
The summer program is staffed by paid teachers and adult and high school 
volunteers. 


Other programs this year that we hope will continue to be regular offerings at the 
PMEC are guided hikes, school vacation camp, garden camp, a monthly 
preschool class, teacher workshops, and seasonal family activities such as snow 
shoeing, maple sugaring, and the Colonial Craft Fair. The Travel & Nature 
series, held the third Wednesday evening of each month, has been discontinued 
due to lack of interest. 


The nature center’s displays and natural artifacts have come, in large part, from 
citizen donations. Citizen donations are encouraged and gratefully accepted. 


While the PMEC ended the year with positive program growth and many 
successes, we regrettably accepted the resignation of our volunteer property 
manager, Bruce Beckley. Since the property’s acquisition he has been 
responsible for the accomplishment of the majority of code requirements and 
the physical improvements to the buildings and has maintained the large lawn. 
We will all miss his talents and the tremendous donation of his time. Thank 
you Bruce!

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NASHUA REGIONAL PLANNING COMMISSION 


The Nashua Regional Planning commission provides transportation and land 
use planning services and technical assistance to twelve Hillsborough County 
communities. The NRPC stands ready to assist its member communities with 
any planning and transportation issue of concern. We at the NRPC are grateful 
for the participation of Amherst's NRPC Commissioners: Marilyn Peterman, 
Martin Michaelis and Paul Wenger. 


The following is a brief summary of our accomplishments: 


Transportation 


Developed and maintained the region's transportation planning program. 
NRPC is the designated Metropolitan Planning Organization (MPO) for 
the Nashua Metropolitan Statistical Area and for the New Hampshire 
portion of the Lowell, Massachusetts Metropolitan Statistical Area. This 
function includes soliciting, prioritizing and making recommendations on 
regional and local transportation projects that are funded through Federal 
or State funds. 


Conducted automatic traffic recorder counts at 152 locations throughout 
the region during the course of the year. The Nashua Area Traffic Count 
Summary was published and distributed to the communities. The report 
provides comparative data and percent change in traffic from previous 
year's counts. 


Continued to administer and update the region's traffic model. The model 
is a computerized database that includes traffic counts, land uses and 
major roadways for each community in the region, and is used to predict 
future conditions. The model was upgraded by developing a user-friendly 
graphic interface, and by re-calibrating the model to reflect more recent 
conditions. 


Advocated for and been a key participant in the State's efforts to extend 
commuter rail service to Nashua. During the past year over $15million in 
resources have been committed toward this effort. The project is 
currently undergoing preliminary engineering, and will involve complex 
negotiations among a variety of stakeholders during the upcoming year. 


Conducted various forums and solicitations for applications from the 
communities for the Transportation Enhancements Program and for the 
State's Ten-Year Plan. NRPC staff provided extensive technical 
assistance for the development of applications. 
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Completed an update of the NRPC Area Long-Range Transportation Plan 
and a draft of the FY 2001-2010 Ten Year Program and associated 2001 - 
2003 Transportation Improvement Program (TIP). The Plan provides 
long-range land use and traffic forecasts, impacts of potential projects, 
and a recommended multi-model transportation program. The TIP is the 
implementation document, similar to a Capital Improvements Program 
(CIP), for transportation projects and also includes an air quality 
conformity analysis. 


Started the process of conducting road inventories. NRPC is responsible 
for surveying all roads in the region by Town and collecting information 
including: Width, number of lanes, miles of Class V roads, and other 
pertinent information. This information is used to determine local 
allocations for Block Grant funding and other available transportation 
funds, and is available for local use. 


Conducted traffic counts at the Transfer Station at the request of the 
Town's highway department. 


Collected accident data in the Route 101 corridor and prepared 
preliminary findings associated with conditions on that roadway. 


Land Use and Environmental Planning 


Completed the Regional Environmental Planning Program (REPP). This 
included the provision of technical assistance to the conservation 
commission for a state-level project that sought to prioritize open space 
and environmentally sensitive lands for funding through the recently 
approved Senate Bill 401. The final document, which was distributed to 
the Town, provided detailed sets of maps of conservation priorities for 
each town, and set the stage for the preparation of applications for State 
funding. 


Conducted a Non-Point Education for Municipal Officials (NEMO) 
workshop entitled Managing Growth and Sustaining Water Quality in the 
Baboosic lake Watershed. This process also resulted in the development 
of numerous maps and data base updates for the watershed area. 


Assisted the Souhegan Watershed Association with a citizen water quality 
monitoring program on the Souhegan River. We also assisted the 
Souhegan Watershed Association with the nomination of the Souhegan 
River to the New Hampshire Rivers Management Program and with the 
formation of the Souhegan River Local Advisory Committee. In addition, 
we completed a shoreline survey to assess the condition of stream banks, 


width of riparian buffers, status of water withdrawal and the number and 
condition of outfall pipes. 


Provided technical assistance and educational materials to the 
Conservation Commission to complete a wetland inventory and 
associated zoning amendments. 


Prepared design guidelines for use by the communities for inclusion in 
site plan and subdivision regulations. NRPC has distributed this 
document to all of the Planning Boards in the region, and a copy is 
available on our website (www.nashuarpc.org). 


Undertook a comprehensive data collection effort to determine the effects 
of growth over the past fifty years on each community in the region. This 
included analyzing the impacts associated with land use, transportation 
and environmental and fiscal resources. A draft of this document was 
distributed to Planning Boards for review prior to final publication. The 
document will provide data needed for towns to justify their land use 
regulations, and will form the basis of the Regional Development Plan, 
required by State Law. 


Conducted two training sessions for Planning Boards. The first session, 
Planning Board Basics, was co-hosted by the NHMA in our offices. The 
second session addressed the issue of providing for housing for senior 
citizens. 


Geographic Information Systems 


Updated a trail map for the Joe English Reservation, which depicts new 
site improvements and updates from the previous database. 


Prepared a series of overlay maps for use at the 4" of July exhibits of the 
Conservation Commission. 


Made data files available to Antioch New England Graduate School for 
their wetland inventory study. 


Maintained a diverse collection of GIS data including roads, real property 
parcels zoning, land use and environmental conditions. This data was 
applied in general mapping and analysis for local and regional projects. 


Assisted the Bureau of the Census with mapping and map verification for 
the 2000 Census. 


e Developed new databases that show the location of municipal institutions 
such as town facilities, childcare centers, hospitals, nursing homes, public 
transportation, major employers, and social service providers. 


e Assembled several local databases into new, regionally consistent sets to 
allow for cross-town queries and analysis for land use and zoning. 


e Began a road inventory process, which will improve the accuracy of our 
database by identifying new public and private roads. 


Solid Waste District 


e Administered the Solid Waste District, which is a separate entity from 
NRPC. The Solid Waste District assesses separate dues for participation 
in the Household Hazardous Waste program. This past year NRPC set 
up "satellite" collections in locations other than Nashua, one on each side 
of the Merrimack River. Next year, collections will be scheduled for a 
weeknight for those who cannot attend on Saturdays. 


e Examined recycling trends of each community served by the Household 
Hazardous Waste Program, which provides data necessary for local 
decision making. The Regional Recycling Plan was published in October 
2000 and was distributed to participating communities.

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REPORT OF TOWN FOREST FIRE WARDEN & STATE FOREST RANGER 


There are 2,200 Forest Fire Wardens and Deputy Forest Fire Wardens 
throughout the State. Each town has a Forest Fire Warden and several Deputy 
Wardens who assist the Forest Rangers with forest fire suppression, prevention, 
and law enforcement. The number of fires reported during the 2000 fire season 
was below average as referenced in the statistics below. Despite this, our 
network of fire towers and detection patrols were still quite busy with the fire 
towers being first to report over 135 fires. These fires were quickly and 
accurately reported to the local fire department for their prompt and effective 
suppression efforts. Wildland fires occurring in areas where homes are situated 
in the woodlands are a serious concern for both landowners and firefighters. 
Homeowners can help protect their homes by maintaining adequate green space 
around them and making sure that houses are properly identified with street 
numbers. Please contact the Forest Protection Bureau to request a brochure to 
assist you in assessing fire safety around your home and woodlands. 


To aid your Forest Fire Warden, Fire Department and State Forest Ranger, 
contact your local Warden or Fire Department to find out if a permit is required 
before doing all outside burning. Fire permits are required for any open burning 
unless the ground is completely covered with snow where the burning will be 
done. Violations of RSA 227:L:17, the fire permit law and other burning laws of 
the State of New Hampshire are misdemeanors punishable by fines of up to 
$2,000 and/or a year in jail. Violators are also liable for fire suppression costs. 


There are eleven Forest Rangers who work for the New Hampshire division of 
forests and Lands, Forest Protection Bureau. Forest Rangers have investigated 
numerous complaints regarding violations of the timber harvest and forest fire 
laws, and taken enforcement action to ensure compliance. If you have any 
questions regarding forest fire or timber harvest laws, please call our office at 
271-2217, or for general information visit our website at www.dred.state.nh.us. 


The State of New Hampshire operates 15 fire towers, 2 mobile patrols and 3 
contract aircraft patrols. This early detection system and reports from citizens 
aid in the quick response from local fire departments. These factors are critical 
in controlling the size of wildland fires, Keeping the loss of property and 
suppression costs as low as possible. Due to permitting and fire safety 
concerns, please contact your local fire department before using portable 
outdoor fireplaces and vessels, including those constructed of clay, concrete or 
wire mesh. Please contact your local fire department before doing any 
outside burning.

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SYNOPSIS OF DELIBERATIVE SESSION 
FEBRUARY 9, 2000 


The meeting was called to order at 7:00 p.m. by Moderator Robert Schaumann. 
The vote on the warrant will take place on March 14, 2000. This meeting was 
held to discuss the wording of the warrant articles to be placed on the ballot. 
William Overholt, Chairman of the Board of Selectmen introduced the Board 
members, Marilyn Peterman, Richard Sherwood, Robert Heaton and Steven 
Desmarais. He gave an overview of the articles as proposed. Town 
Administrator Dana Crowell introduced the department heads. Paul Wenger, 
Chairman of the Ways & Means Committee introduced those members present 
Richard Haddad, Jack Kunkel and Mike O'Mara. 143 voters were in attendance. 


Moderator Schaumann then advised the rules of SB2 empowering the meeting to 
discuss each article, maintain original wording and place the article on the March 
14, 2000 ballot or amend the dollar amount and place the amended article on the 
ballot. Guidelines for the meeting as proposed by Moderator Schaumann were 
as follows: (1) Voters would hold up a yellow card when they voted; (2) No 
amendment to an amendment would be allowed; (3) Three minute speaking 
rule;(4) No voter would be allowed to speak twice until another voter had spoken 
once; (5) Voter must state his/ner name and address; (6) The question may be 
called only after everyone at the microphone has spoken; (7) No new business 
would be discussed after 10:45 p.m. unless it was the will of the meeting to 
continue. The rules of the meeting were accepted with a show of yellow cards. 
At the completion of each warrant article, a motion to restrict reconsideration 
would be accepted, thereby "freezing" the wording on the ballot. 


Article 2 

To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate, on such terms and 
conditions as the Selectmen deem appropriate the sum of $1,238,254 for the 
renovation to the Amherst Town Hall and the FY2001 debt service costs and to 
authorize the issuance of not more than $1,200,000 of bonds or notes in 
accordance with the provisions of the Municipal Finance Act (RSA 33) and to 
authorize the Selectmen to issue and negotiate such bonds or notes and to 
determine the rate of interest thereon, or take action relative thereto. (60% ballot 
vote required) 


Selectman Peterman presented a brief history of Town Hall. She introduced two 
local architects Robert Jackson and Rolf Biggers who drew the proposed plans. 
According to the Board of Selectmen: (1) The Town Hall should remain in town; 
(2) The outside should remain the same; (3) The first floor should be 
reconfigured to offer easier citizen access; (4) Must be handicapped accessible 
according to federal law; (5) All systems would be upgraded; (6) Extend the life 
and usefulness of the building. Selectman Sherwood gave a history of the uses 
of the building and reported on the proposed changes. 
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The Ways & Means Committee voted not to support this article 9-1 according to 
Jack Kunkel. Although they recognize the need, the plan is too expensive, 
should be rethought regarding the upstairs meeting and conference rooms. 


There was some discussion regarding the length of time for the bond. James 
Lenaghan, Dream Lake Drive, opposed the plan and proposed the following 
amended article: To delete $1,238,254 and insert $0.00, second by Andrew 
Pataky. After a short discussion the amendment was defeated. It was voted to 
maintain the wording in the original article. Moderator Schaumann directed that 
Article 2 be placed on the ballot as worded. Motion to restrict reconsideration 
was passed. 


Article 3 

To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate, on such terms and 
conditions as the Selectmen deem appropriate the sum of $206,328 for the repair 
of the Town owned steeple on the Congregational Church of Amherst and the 
FY2001 debt service costs and to authorize the issuance of not more than 
$200,000 of bonds or notes in accordance with the provisions of the Municipal 
Finance Act (RSA 33) and to authorize the Selectmen to issue and negotiate 
such bonds or notes and to determine the rate of interest thereon, or take action 
relative thereto. (60% ballot vote required) 


Selectman Desmarais presented this article. Ways & Means voted not to support 
5-4. The steeple is in disrepair, but it should be a shared responsibility. The 
Original price was quoted by the architect not the contractor. The steeple is a 
significant liability if not repaired soon. Sue Stitt inquired if it would be legal to 
change the article from a bond appropriation to a one year appropriation. Town 
Counsel William Drescher advised that that could be done. That would change 
the vote from a 60% ballot vote to a majority vote. After some discussion, a 
motion was made to delete $206,328 and insert $200,000 to be paid in one year. 
This article was passed as amended. Moderator Schaumann directed this article 
be placed on the ballot as amended. Motion to restrict reconsideration was 
passed. 


Article 4. 

To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $515,963 for the 
purchase and the FY2001 debt service costs of such municipal land, buildings or 
property interests therein as the Selectmen deem appropriate and in the best 
interest of the Town and to authorize the issuance of not more than $500,000 of 
bonds or notes in accordance with the provisions of the Municipal Finance Act 
(RSA Chapter 33) and to authorize the municipal officials to issue and negotiate 
such bonds or notes and to determine the rate of interest thereon with the 
balance to be raised by taxation provided, nevertheless, that the Selectmen shall 
not conclude any such purchase unless and until they have presented to either 
an annual or special town meeting, a warrant article asking the meeting to ratify, 
by a simple majority vote, the particular parcel chosen by the Selectmen for 


purchase, provided nevertheless that this appropriation shall expire, if not 
implemented within fiscal year 2001 or take action relative thereto (60% ballot 
vote required). 


Selectman Overholt presented this article. This would enable the Selectmen to 
purchase land that may become available, however, a special town meeting 
would be required to finalize a purchase. After a short discussion, Moderator 
Schaumann directed that this article be placed on the ballot as worded. A motion 
to restrict consideration was passed. 


Article 5. 

Shall the Town raise and appropriate as an operating budget, not including 
appropriations by special warrant articles, the amounts set forth on the budget 
posted with the warrant or as amended by vote of the first session, for the 
purposes set forth therein, totaling $6,100,075? Should this article be defeated, 
the operating budget shall be $5,692,079 which is the same as last year, with 
certain adjustments required by previous action of the Town or by law, the 
governing body may hold one special meeting, in accordance with RSA 40:13, X 
and XVI, to take up the issue of a revised operating budget only. This article 
does not include any appropriation articles listed below. 


This article referred to the budget. Each Selectman explained expenditures in 
the various accounts. Ways & Means voted 8-2 to support the budget. 
Questions were asked regarding landfill, 4° of July and contingency funding, but 
no changes were made. The budget was placed on the ballot as worded. 
Motion to restrict reconsideration was passed. 


Article 6. 

To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $11,100 for the 
Town's one-third share of installing a turning lane on Route 101 at Blueberry Hill 
Road or take action relative thereto. 


This article was presented by Selectman Overholt. Ways & Means supports this 
article. Charles Glover of Blueberry Hill Road offered an amendment that was 
deemed to be illegal because it was not warned and, therefore, not accepted by 
the Moderator. The article was placed on the ballot as worded. Motion to restrict 
reconsideration was passed. 


Article 7. 

To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $10,000 for the 
partial cost of construction of two new recreation fields in Town, with the balance 
of the funds for development to be raised through private donation or take action 
relative thereto. 
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Selectman Heaton presented this article. Ways & Means supports it 7-3. After a 
short discussion it was placed on the ballot as worded. Motion to restrict 
reconsideration was passed. 


Article 8. 

To see if the Town will vote to establish a Capital Reserve Fund under the 
provisions of RSA 35:1 for the purpose of purchase of new high band radios and 
conversion of existing radios to high band frequency and to raise and appropriate 
the sum of $32,000 to be placed in this fund or take action relative thereto. 


Selectman Desmarais presented this article. Ways & Means supports it. This 
relates to radios for fire. At the direction of the Moderator, this article was placed 
on the ballot as worded. 


Article 9. 

To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $73,500 for 
renovations ( and the required ADA compliance items) to the Central and South 
Fire Stations or take action relative thereto. 


This article was presented by Selectman Desmarais. Ways & Mean s voted 8-1 
to oppose. The plan is to reconfigure the downstairs to make more efficient 
layout for the secretary and inspectors and to finish the upstairs with a bunk room 
and new meeting room. A small bunk room in at the south station is also 
requested. With little discussion, the Moderator directed that this be put on the 
ballot as worded. Motion to restrict reconsideration was passed. 


Article 10. (By Petition) 

“WHEREAS, the traffic situation on Route 101 has become increasingly 
hazardous and dangerous for vehicles entering and exiting The Meeting Place 
shopping plaza, 


BE IT RESOLVED THAT: 


1. The Board of Selectmen is instructed to request, discuss and negotiate 
with the State of New Hampshire Department of Transportation for the 
installation of a sensor activated traffic light on Route 101 at the entrance 
to The Meeting Place; and 

2. The Town of Amherst appropriates $25,000 for cost sharing with the State 
of New Hampshire Department of Transportation for the installation of the 
traffic light on Route 101 at the entrance to The Meeting Place.” 


Richard Verrochi petitioned for this article to be placed on the ballot. Ways & 
Means does not support by a vote of 8-2. Mr. Verrochi explained that the State 
has refused to put a light there because the number of accidents at that location 
is not significant. Selectman Overholt said that the State has turned it down due 
to the traffic volume and lack of accidents. He said that the State has been 
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cooperative about making Route 101 safer by eliminating that passing zone by 
Schoolhouse Road. He noted that a blinking light on the bridge indicating the 
end of a limited access highway would be helpful. He said that he would support 
a blinking light at that location rather than a traffic signal light. After a short 
discussion, the article was placed on the ballot as worded. Motion to restrict 
reconsideration was passed. 


Article 11. (By Petition) 

Shall the Town raise and appropriate the sum of $30,000 for consulting services 
related to researching, performing, and completing a "historic resources survey" 
of the Amherst Village Historic District? 


This petition article was presented by Helen Rowe. Ways & Means voted 8-1-1 
not to support. They suggested there may be outside funding sources. The 
article was placed on the ballot with some discussion as worded. Motion to 
restrict reconsideration was passed. 


Article 12. Non Binding 

To see if the Town, as a member of the Souhegan Regional Landfill District, will 
support the development of a plan or plans to implement a program of expanded 
and possibly mandatory recycling in order to minimize the material going into the 
waste stream, reduce costs and maximize the income on recyclable materials. 
Such plan or plans will be developed by the Landfill District for the purpose of 
determining their cost and feasibility, after considering both the needs and facility 
restraints of each of the member Towns. It is anticipated that such plan or plans, 
if deemed as both feasible and cost-effective, would be presented by the district 
to the member Towns for inclusion on the 2001 Town Warrants. This is a non- 
binding article intended to measure the voters’ support for a program of 
expanded, possibly mandatory, recycling. 


Sandy Lafleur presented this article. The wording is the same for all towns in the 
Souhegan Regional Landfill District. This article was placed on the ballot as 
worded with little discussion. Motion to restrict reconsideration was passed. 


Article 13. (By Petition) 

To see if the Town will vote to place an additional 50% of the future Land Use 
change Tax Revenue collected (making the total 100%) in the Conservation 
Fund for the purpose of land purchase by the Conservation Commission, in 
accordance with 36-A:5, Ill. The revenue transfer shall be at the time of 
collection or take action relative thereto. 


This petition was presented by Burt Knight. The Selectmen unanimously 
recommended ano vote. Mr. Knight said that the cost of services to land in 
current use is lower than other land. He suggested that when land is taken out of 
current use that the money should not go back into the town coffers, but used to 
protect more land. After some discussion the Selectmen voted 4-1 against the

article. The article was placed on the ballot as worded. Motion to restrict 
reconsideration passed. 


Article 14. (By Petition) 

To see if the Town will vote to send the following resolution to the New 
Hampshire General Court: "Resolved, New Hampshire's natural, cultural, and 
historic resources in this town and throughout the state are worthy of protection 
and, therefore, the State of New Hampshire should establish and fund a 
permanent public/private partnership for the voluntary conservation of these 
important resources". 


This article was read by the Moderator. It was placed on the ballot with little 
discussion. Motion to restrict reconsideration was passed. Elizabeth Overholt 
suggested that town and school deliberative sessions be held at the same time, 
that is 7:00 p.m. 


Motion to adjourn at 10:27 p.m. 


The remaining articles 15-25, zoning changes, were voted on election day, 
March 14, 2000 when 3,373 voters came to the polls.
